New York, May 9.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The allied defense on the Filan- 
ders front to the southwest of Ypres 
has again been tested by the Germans 
and has been found adequate. 

Two divisions of Teuton troops were 
employed on a relatively short front and 
were sent into the fight under’ cover 
of a terrific artillery fire. The front

Cordele Methodist Church

Cordele, Ga., May 9.—€Special.)—Op- 
position to the plan of church unifica- 
tion which has been a question of dis- 
cussion before the Methodist general 
conference in Atlanta, even to the 
point of “secession, if necessary,” has 
been embodied in a resolution passed 
by the quarterly conference of the 
Cordele Methodist church, and a copy 
forwarded to the secretary of the gen- 
eral conference in Atlanta. 

The Cordele Methodist church build- 
ing was completed about three years 
ago at a cost of approximately $50,000, 
and is one of the most beautiful and 
spacicus edifices in Georgia. The total 
value of the church property affected 
by this resolution is probably $70,000.

HAIG REPORTS 
ALLIED LINES 


RE-ESTABLISHED | 


London, May 9.—‘‘At the close of the 
fighting this mornin in the La Clytte- 
Voormezeele sector,” says Field Mar- 
shal Haig’s report from British head- 
quarters in France tonight, “the French 
and British positions on this front were 
completely re-established. 


“Following upon hostile artillery ac- 
tivity already ‘reported, the enemy

themselves of the opinion that nothing 
can come of it. 

According to the laws of property 
possessions by the Methodist Episco- 
pal chyrch, south, it will be an impos- 
sibility for the Cordele effort to suc- 
ceed. The law of the church concern- 
ing property is that it is held in trust 
for the whole church by the local 
boards of trustees, and that it belongs 
to the church as a whole, and not to 
any individual group of men or com- 
munity.

COUNCIL MEMBERS GET 
BOOZE FROM POLICE 


Sensational Testimony Is 
Given at Probe, Involving 
Alderman Styron, Coun- 
cilman Bell, Commissioner 
.McGhee, Chief Lanford 
and Others. 


At the close of the Thursday after- 
noon session of the special commit- 
tee of council which is investigating 
the. police department, Aldine Cham- 


bers, of the investigation committee 
appointed by the board of police com- 


missioners to investigate the detective 
department, announced that his com- 
mittee had agreed upon a tentative re- 
port that would be made as soon as 
the status of Chief of Detectives New- 
port Lanford was determined, that 
would recommend the abolishment of 
the present detective department and 
its re-organization with a chief to be 
named by the .chief of. police. 

“It was also agreed,” said Mr. 
Chambers, “between the members of 
our committee, and a majority of the 
police commissioners that the new 
force of detectives, which is to be re- 
duced from the present number of 34 
to 26, consisting of 16 detectives and 
10 plainclothes men, shall be named 
by the chief of police and the chief 
of detectives.” 

This report. however, is contingent 
upon the settlement of Chief Lanford’s 
status, as nothing can be done with 
him as chief so long as he is simply 
in the position of an applicant for a 
pension, with his resignation contin- 
gent upon its being granted. 

Pension Is Refused. 

The aldermanic board, 
Shortly before the session of the in- 
vestigation committee, had refused to 
concur in the action of council in 
granting Newport Lanford a pension, 
and as the matter now stands, Lanford 
is chief of detectives, claiming to be 
unable

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Shot of U.S. Warship 
Lifts Sub From Water 


| And Breaks Her Apart, 


An: Atlantic Port, May 9.—Th® sink- 
ing of a German submarine by a Unit- 
ed States warship with a shot which 
lifted the U-boat completely out of 
the water and broke her in two, was 
reported by officers of the ship on ar- 
rival here today. Because of the fine 
work of the gunners, the crew of the 
ship was given an additional furlough 
of ten days. 

On the voyage over the warship pre- 
viously reported from German sources 
as having been wrecked, sighted three 
submarines and the gunners sprang to 
their guns. The first two shots fired 
in quick succession at the nearest ene- 
my missed, but the third went home. 
It caught the U-boat just below the 
water line and so great was its force 
that the craft was lifted out of the 
water and in another moment, her back 
broken, she doubled up and sank to the 
accompaniment of a chorus of yells 
from the warship crew.

Sioux Falls, S. D., May 9.—A message 
received here late tonight at a railway 
office reported that eighteen persons 
were killed in a tornado at Calmar, 
Iowa, tonight and that three were killed 
and one injured severely at Macon City, 
Iowa. 

Six Reported Dead. 

Chicago, May 9.—Reporis reaching 
Chicago at midnight tonight increased 
to six the toll of dead in the tornado 
which late this afternoon swept the 
central portion of Illinois and Iowa. 

At Franklin, Ill., two Bomen were 
killed when the chimney of their home 
fell, and throughout Christian, Shelby, 
Mason and Morgan eounties ir central 
Illinois, the property damage appeared 
to have been great, with half a hun- 
dred residents reported injured. One 
farmer, residing near Nashua, Iowa, 
was killed during the storm.

The decision to buy the Austin ave- 
nue lot ends a controversy that has 
enlivened the meetings of the board 
of education for several weeks, in 
which many of the citizens of the ninth 
ward have taken part. The funds for 
the purchase of a new lot and the erec- 
tion of a new school building were pro- 
vided in the January sheet, $20,000 be- 
ing allowed for this school. The board, 
in an effort to get the building ready 
for occupancy at once, decided several 
weeks ago to buy the present lot on 
Moreland avenue, but citizens and pa- 
trons of the school protested with such 


spirit that the matter was reconsid- 
ered. 

The board instructed the superin- 
tendent of schools, after deciding upon 
the purchase of the four lots in the 
Austin site, which fronts 200 feet on 
Austin avenue, to immediately order 
material for the erection of the new 
building.

MORE SPECIFIC INCREASES IN PUBLIC SERVICE RATES 


Getting down to the SPECIFIC, here are further increases in public service rates recently granted by 
State authorities on account of increased costs of labor and materials. 


The public service commission of Washington has authorized a 20 per cent increase in gas rates for the 
Tacoma, Wash., Gas Company. 


The Omaha Gas Company, of Nebraska, has been permitted to advance its rate for gas from $1.00 to 
$1.15 per 1,000 cubic feet. 


The Georgia Railroad Commission has allowed a 10 per cent-flat increase in rates to the Savannah 
Gas Light Company.

He asked that hereafter all money 
raised throughout the church for 
church extension work be sent direct 
to the home office in Louisville, to 
be handled from there, rather than 
through the various annual conference 
boards, as heretofore. J. W. Perry, 
of the Holston conference, offered an 
amendment directing that annual con- 
ferences who desire to do so remit one- 
half of their funds to Louisville. This 
was voted down. The conference then 
complied with Dr. McMurry’s request. 
This act is considered a tribute on the 
part of conference in his leadership, 
such confidence being based on the re- 
merkable work done by him during 
the past four years.

Mail Orders Filled 
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The rates of the Philadelphia Electric Co. for manufacturing and lighting purposes, have been increased 


10 per cent under an order of the state public service commission. 


To the Public: 


As illustrating the state of mind and 
the purpose of the so-called people’s com- 
mittee, Supposed to represent the public 
in connection with the application,of the 
Georgia Railway and Power Company for 
an increase in its rates, and which com- 
mittee has announced its purpose to op- 
pose any increases without regard to the 
consequences to this company, the under- 
signed committee of stockholders has 
thought it well to present for your infor- 
mation the following: 


Memorandum of conversation between 
Alderman John S. McClelland and P. S. 
Arkwright, President, Georgia Railway 
and Power Company, in the latter’s office 


April 15, 1918. 


For the proper understanding of some 
references in the conversation detailed, it 
is necessary to mention that Alderman 
McClelland was one of the Attorneys for 
William Pollard and other strike partici- 
pants in the trials for dynamiting and 
other criminal acts of which they were 
guilty. 

Alderman McClelland introduced the 
resolution in the City Council demanding 
that this Company build a double track 
to Camp Gordon, and was Chairman of 
the Committee appointed under such 
resolution. 


Just after adjournment of a meeting of 
the. Committee on April 12th, at which 
this matter was first heard, Alderman 
McClelland stated to Mr. Arkwright that 
he (McClelland) admitted that he was 
unfriendly to and prejudiced against the 
Georgia Railway and Power Company. 

On Monday, April 15, 1918, Mr. Mc- 
Clelland, on his own initiative, called at 
the office of P. S. Arkwright. 


He opened the conversation by stating 
that he ought not to have made the remark 
which he did make to Mr. Arkwright on 
Friday, April 12th, to the effect that he 
was prejudiced against the street railway 
company; that after a subsequent, more 
critical examination of his feelings, he 
found that he was really not prejudiced 
personally against the Company. 


Mr. Arkwright replied: ‘‘I am very 
glad to hear you say that. You have, of 
course, a right to any personal feelings 
you desire, but you ought not to allow 
your personal prejudice to control your 
actions as a member of the City Council, 
because in the City Council you occupy a 
trust relation to all the citizens of Atlanta 
and ought to do them justice without 
prejudice; and the Georgia Railway and 
Power Company is just as much a citizen 
as anyone else, and, in fact, is much the 
largest tax payer in the City.”’ 

Mr. McClelland then said that he had 
made a trip over the Camp Gordon line on 
Saturday, April 13th, to observe condi- 
tions for himself. 


Mr, Arkwright stated that he had pick- 
ed the worst day, the time when the line 
was most crowded and the service, conse- 
quently, less adequate. 

Mr. McClelland replied that he realized 
this and that he wanted to see the line 
under these conditions, 

He stated that he left the City at 12:25 
p. m., arrived at Camp Gordon on schedule 
time, remained there until 2:40 p. m. and 
arrived at Atlanta on schedule time; that 
he observed the movement during the 
entire rush period; that the crowd was all 
moved away reasonably well under the 
conditions, though some of them had to 
stand, and that two cars remained for 
further use at the time he left.

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He talked with the Military Police and

ice; that the Military Police told him the

Mr. McClelland then stated that if the 
City owned the line, he, as a City Council- 
man, would vote against spending $125,- 
000, or any other substantial sum, on 
double tracking the line. 


That when he presented the resolution 
to the City Council he had not made a 
personal investigation of the matter and 
had no personal knowledge of it; that he 
was governed by the statements in The 
Atlanta Journal, and that some of the 
workmen with whom he had talked had 
told him that the service was rotten. 


That since making a personal investi- 
gation of. conditions he had changed his 
opinion on the subject; that he would call 
a meeting of the Committee for some fu- 
ture date and issue an invitation for any 
and everybody to appear who had any 
complaint to make with reference to the 
line, and would at that meeting person- 
ally state to the Committee just what he 
had said to Mr. Arkwright; that he 
thought this would be better than for Mr. 
Arkwright to repeat the conversation, as 


‘the public might think that Mr. Ark- 


wright had got him in his office and fixed 
him. 

Mr. McClelland then entered into a dis- © 
cussion of labor unions as applied to the 
Georgia Railway and Power Company, 
urging that the Georgia Railway and 
Power company ought to recognize and 
deal with labor unions. 

The Committee meeting was called for 
Tuesday, April 30th. At this meeting 
Mr. McClelland made a statement, but 
not as clear and as emphatic as the state- 
ment he made in conversation with Mr. 
Arkwright. 

A few days later Mr. Arkwright met 
Alderman McClelland on the streets and 
said to him: ‘*While you made to some 
extent the statement to the Committee 
with reference to the Camp Gordon line, 
you did not make it as clearly and em- 
phatically as you did to me in my office. 

To this Alderman McClelland replied: 
‘‘No, I did not. As a matter of fact, I had 
forgotten exactly what I did say about it 
to you. Since this rate matter has come 
up I consider it much more important and 
am very much more interested in it, and 
I have now lost interest in and don’t care 
anything about the double track line to 
Camp Gordon.’’ 

Alderman McClelland was one of the 
introducers of the resolution in Council 
appointing a Committee to oppose any 
rate increases being granted to this Com- 
pany by the Railroad Commission. He is 
a member of the Committee appointed by 
the City Council, which Committee made 
a report recently, recommending, in ef- 
fect, that the City Council should fight 
any increase in rates, regardless of con- 
ditions. 

The foregoing incident speaks for 
itself.

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OUR ARMY IN FRANCE. 


What have the administration critics 
and the harpers about “inefficiency” and 
“crochet mongers” to say in answer to the 
published fact that more than 600,600 trained 
American soldiers are today in France, fully 
equipped and ready for the service for which 
they were recruited? 

Stadiously avoiding exact figures, for 
reasons that are obvious, Secretary of War 
Baker last Wednesday authorized the Asso- 
ciated Press to carry to the people this 
statement: 


. “In January I told the senate com- 
-mittee that there was strong likelihood 
that early in the present year 600,000 
American troops would be dispatched to 
France. I cannot either now or perhaps 
later, discuss the number of American 
troops in France, but I am glad to be 
able to say that the foreoast I made in 
January has been surpassed.” 


The secretary of war and every patriotic 
man, woman and child in America has every 
reason to feel proud of that statement; like- 
wise in the further assurance, in regard to 
the machine gun situation, that “the esti- 
mate of the ordnance department in Janu- 
ary has been met and is being met.”’ 

Much loose talk was heard early in our 
belligerency about our recruits in the can- 
tonments being compelled to train with 
broomsticks and mock-cannon; amd a great 
hullabaloo was raised in certain quarters 
about the American mothers and fathers 
having their boys taken away and sent to 
France to fight with “wooden guns!” 

It was an awful picture. But it proves 
now to have been nothing more, because. as 
the Associated Press reports: 


“There are indications, too, that the 
war department has adhered strictly to 
its policy of equipping fully before his 

_departure every man sent across. That 
is the first: consideration in checking 
off supplies of clothing and arms.” 

Things are working all right on this side 
of the sea. We-have been at war only a 
few days more than thirteen months, during 
which time we have solved every big prob- 
lem that our belligerency entailed —every 
problem bearing upon the recruiting and 
training of an hitherto unprecedented num- 
ber of men; the raising of unprecedented 
war revenue; the building of ships; the 
handling of extraordinary intra-national pas- 
senger and freight traffic; the production 
and distribution of adequate food and cloth- 
ing and munitions supplies, etc.—and mean- 
time we have placed on French soil. ready 
for battle, more than half a million of the 
best fighting men that ever donned uniform! 

And yet, we are assured by the Asso- 
ciated Press— 

“There is no doubt that the present 
force of American troops there represents 
only a small part of the total strength 
that will be available for employment by 
General Foch before the summer fighting 
ends.” 

The rest of the story the American boys 
can be relied upon to tell for themselves 
in deeds. 

Thus far those who have met the Hun 


in combat have given a splendid account of. 


their stewardship and covered themselves 
and their flag with added glory. American 
battalions have for several months had great 
responsibility placed upon them on the fight- 
ing line, and they have shouldered it and 
measured up to it like men! 

If the croakers will keep a stjll tongue 
for awhile now, and watch results they will 
have less to talk about! 


DISCIPLINE AND THE MAN. 


Only proper discipline gives the soldier 
a fair fighting chance for his life. 
-{ Discipline is good for any man—or for 
- any woman, for that matter—but it is a mat- 
' ter of life-or death to the soldier. 
. Those citizens who are becoming restive 


pay well in the long run, for the reason that 


one man, pruperly disciplined and innured 
to military routine, is worth a squad of 
“green” and undisciplined men. 

Speaking td the student body at Har- 


vard a few days ago a seasoned instructor | 


in one of the officers’ training camps of the 
east said that he had made close and espe- 
cial. observations as to the valye of college 
then in the service, and had concluded that 
their chief shortcomings lay in lack of 
“amenability to discipline.” 

“If you teach the boys nothing else,” he 
admonished, “send them to the camps dis- 
ciplined.” 

Some people chafe under discipline; and 
they are the very ones who most need it— 
those who harp upon the dual string of 
“personal liberty” ‘and “destruction of indi- 
viduality.” 

Discipline neither robs of personal lib- 
erty nor destroys individuality. It simply 
qualifies the man for the best use of the 
former, and it really intensifies the latter. 

Without it, cooperation and what we 
call “team-work” is impossible, and in‘ war 
want of those things may prove fatal. 

The young man who responds to the 
call of his country ¢o go out and fight the 
enemy on the field, or to go “down to the 
sea in ships,” is entitled to a fair fighter’s 
chance. He cannot have that without proper 
and adequate preparation and proper dis- 


cipline, and without those things he is han- 


dicapped in civilian life.

THE MAN AND HIS MOTHER. 

Sunday, May 12, is “Mothers’ day,” and 
upon that day every American soldier abroad 
is expected to write a letter of some sort 
to his mother, and Uncle Sam will see to the 
delivery of it. 

The idea of officially requesting such 
recognition of the day by our soldiers abroad 
originated, we are told by the Associated 
Press, with the Stars and Stripes, the official 
newspaper of the-American forces in Europe. 
It was approved by the commanding author- 
ities, who, it is said, have done everything 
possible to help it along. - j 

Army postal officials say that experi- 
ence has taught them that mother comes 
first in the soldier’s thoughts; hence an or- 
der to all postoffice employees to make 
every possible effort to the end that every 
mother in America who has a son in France 
will receive tidings from her boy written 
on May 12, regardless of what may be doing 
at the battle front on that day, the letters 
to reach their destinations early in June. 
Even the soldiers in the front line trenches 
will be given an opportunity to “scribble a 
few lines,” which will be gathered up and 
rushed on to the waiting mothers on this 
side of the ocean. The censors have prom- 
ised to work overtime in order that the let- 
ters will be rushed to the United States 
without unnecessary delay. Everywhere 
other business will be laid aside for the day 
out of deference and respect to Mother—all 
other business except fighting the Huns! 

The idea is one that is commendatory;: 
fine and good in every respect. : 

But, while it was given military recogni- 
tion first in France, it should be applied as 
well by the boys in the training camps at 
home. 

Every one of them who is fortunate 
enough to have a mother may rest assured 
that upon that day, as upon every day and 
every night, he is first in her thoughts and 
the central figure in her prayers. And he 
should write to her on that day—write her 
a special “‘Mothers’ day” letter, no matter 
how many he wrote to her during the preced- 
ing week. It will do her a world of good, 
and it will make him a better man, a more 
contented man and a better soldier— 
stronger in purpose and will to fight valiant- 
ly for country, home and Mother!

Fair dealing and real partnership on the 
part of the father toward the son is not only 
holding him on the farm now, but it is also 
training him: in business early and keeping 
him contented. His calf and Pig now grow

What is said of the farmer and his boy 
may be said also of the city -fathers and 
their children. Especially is this true in 
these ‘war times. ‘I'he heavy draft that the 
cataclism has made on man and the in- 
dustries has opened up an infinite variety 
of service in the home and outside, to the 
boy and girl. Service that counts, service 
that is remarked on, service that he is as- 
sured will win the war, and service that is 
paid for. : 

Now, many boys and Sirls who work for 
pay invest the surplus in Thrift Stamps. The 
paper boy does not spend all on himself. He 
buys his necessaries and often finds a Thrift 
quarter by denying his appetite the savory 
wienie, the tempting’ ice cream cone, and 
the alluring movie. 

The yawning door of industry calls the 
schoolboy to use his afternoons profitably 
by working in the. store, delivering goods, 
dairying, auto repairing, hoeing gardens, 
mowing lawns, selling the Post, killing rats, 
etc. The girls are not idle, nor do they spend 
all the time on their lessons. They nit, 
sew, darn, garden, crochet, nurse the baby 
and the sick, seil vegetables, grow chickens, 
teach children and do the cooking, cleaning, 
ironing and such other things as have been 
done by servants. 

Boys and girls are doing more work than 
ever and are more contented than ever. Two 
good reasons are: They are patriotic and 
they are paid. Then they are allowed to 
own what they make, and to invest as they 
think wise. Many children, however, have 
no earning opportunity as yet. But they are 
buvine Thrift Stamps—not with their earn- 
jngs, but with their denials. For instance, 
a father was treating his family to a drink. 
All accepted save the young daughter, who 
quietly requested that her treat be applied 
to her Thrift Stamp savings. Old things like 
dresses, shoes, hats and hose are being made 
over and made to pass for new. New things 
bought are of a cheaper price than was for- 
merly paid by the thrift child. Children are 
finding that a Thrift Stamp has drawing 
power like the nail on the horseshoe mag- 
net: it takes un other stamps so easy. 

The small people, whose muscles will not 
admit of labor, are being reimbursed by 
parents and indulgent relatives for good be- 
havior at school and at home, all in the 
name of the magic word thrift. Even ex- 
tracting. daddy’s gray hairs on a Sunday 
morning for a penny apiece has landed sev- 
eral blows in the direction of William’s pate. 
Such universal and persistent earning and 
saving for a common causo must soon turn 
the kaiser’s mustache the other way, accord- 
ing to George Ade. 

Until the present time we American peo- 
ple have -neglected to teach thrift in ad

earned easily and spent easily. But we are 
trying now to make up for lost time. Henry 
Ford savs thrift is a corner-stone of man- 
hood.’ It.is surely, and Wwe know that few 
who learn to save ever become bad men.

For Overseas Engineer Service 


The 22d United States Engineers are be- 
ing organized for special work pertaining to 
the construction of light narrow-gauge rail- 
roads at the front. The regiment has room 
for a limited number of men above the draft 
age who have had special experience in rail- 
roads, levee or general construction work. 

As chairman of the State Council of De- 
fense, Governor Dorsey has been asked by 
Colonel Robert S. Thomas, commanding the 
22d Engineers, to give publicity in Georgia 
to the fact that this chance is offered for 
service to men beyond the draft age. 

In making the request of Governor Dor- 
sey Colonel Thomas explains: 

For Special Work. 

The 22d Engineers is organized for spe- 
cial work pertaining to the construction of 
light narrow-gauge railroads at the front. 
This regiment is being filled of drafted men, 
but it has room for a limited numer of men 
above the draft age who have had special 
experience in railroad, levee, or yReneral con- 
struction work or in other special lines indi- 
cated below. There is immediate need for 
the following: 

Six barbers, twenty-six bridge and build- 
ing carpenters, twenty clerks (stenographers 
and experienced typists), sixteen concrete 
men, six glaziers, twenty-four grading fore- 
men (levee, rail or railroad work), six level- 


men (surveyors), 


twelve linemen (survey- 
ors), six painters, six toylors, six tinsmiths, 
thirty-six track foremen (railroad section 
foremen), six transitmen (surveyors), six 
water supply men. 

This work is classed as non-combatant, 
but will involve laying narrow-gauge track 
very close to the front line trenches. It 
offers special and interesting work for prac- 
tical engineers and skilled men, and involves 
a sufficient element of danger to appeal to 
red-blooded men. 

Men.with “cold feet” are not advised to 
apply. niy men skilled in their trades are 
desired. Men within the draft age need not 
apply. 

Chances for Premotion. 

Men who desire to volunteer should apply 
at their nearest recruiting station for enlist- 
ment in the 22d Engineers. All must enlist 
as privates, but for the men of special force 
and skill there are excellent chances for pro- 
motion in all grades. 

The railway engineers new being or- 
ganized at Camp Sheridan, Ala, are com- 
posed of southern men. The 22d is com- 
manded by Colonel Robert S Thomas, of the 
United States Engineers Corps, a Tennes- 
sean by birth. 

Governor Dorsey has requested chairmen 
of County Councils of Defense to pass on 
the message of Colonel Thomas.

Young Tompkins, who, by the way, ts a 
close relative of Congressman W. C. Wright, 
of.the Fourth district, was injured April 39, 
1917, just one year ago, while planting mines 
in Philippine waters. His shoulder and arm 
and wrist were horribly mangled and 
crushed, and he remained for six months and 
twenty-three days in the army hospital. His 
left arm is disabled for life, but he says he 
is alright for gunwork with anything but 
the heavy guns, and is nervous to get into 
the thickest of the fighting. 

“f have just read an article in The Con- 
stitution, writien by a woman who was visit- 
ing in Belgium when the Germans made 
their raids in that country, and if Just one- 
half she says is true—and no dowbt every 
word of it is true—every American man who 
can fight should be in France to keep up the 
battle unceasingly until the Huns are wiped 
from the face of the earth. I have given the 
matter careful thought, and I know that I.

try the very best I have. My arm will not 
interfere in any way except in those branches 
where the man use the big guns.

In France Than Here at Home 


This Is Statement of Mme. 

J. B. Volle, of France, 
Who Is Doing Valuable 
Relief Work in America 
for French Orphans. 


“There are more American flags fly- 
ing in France than one ever sees in this 
country !”’ 

This statement was made Thursday 
at the round table luncheon of the At- 
lanta War Camp Community Service by 
Madame J. B. Volle, a Frenchwoman, 
in a@ most inspiring recital of personal 
experiences in connection with the war. 

Madame Volle has a home in Orlando, 
Fla., which she has turned into a home 
for French refugee children, and she 
is now devoting her entire time in tour- 
ing this country arousing the people 
with whom she comes in contact to the 


frightful situation which the war has 
produced and to the great need for 
American co-operation. 

“We are fighting the most scientifi- 
cally organized barbarism the world 
has ever seen,” she declared, “and we 
must meet it and crush 
ability to revive. 

At Battle of Marne. 

‘T was in Paris at the battle of the 
Marne, and shared all the anxiety of 
those hours when Paris was in imme- 
diate danger of capture. I was short- 
ly after in my old home of Beaufort, 
near which your own brave American 
boys first took over a part of the bat- 
tle line. I have heard from my rela- 
tives stories of inexpressible horrors 
which were practiced upon the defense- 
less people of the captured towns. 

“An uncle of mine, over sixty, was 
run through with a Uhlan’s lance as 
he stepped outside his door to see what 
was the matter. The priest who came 
to administer the final gacrament was 
slain over his body, in spite of the 
prayers of my old aunt 

“My husband, who was wounded after 
the battle of the Marne, told me of the 
most gruesome tortures that had fallen 
under his eyes. They cannot be told 
here. They are too appalling.” 

Sacrifices of France. 

The speaker told of the organization 
of the woman’s work in France. She 
mentioned beautiful girls of high sta- 
tion going into the munition factories, 
from which they emerged with their 
faces and hands yellowed forever with 
the chemicals. They sacrificed their 
beauty without § regret, “Crest le 
guerre,” they say—"it is the war.”

DETAILS OF TRAINING 
AT GORDON GIVEN OUT 


Three Months’ Intensive Work 
to Fit Replacement Forces 
for the Field. 


Detdils of the three months’ training 
course recently announced for the re- 
Placement forces in training at Camp 
Gordon were given out in full by camp 
officials yesterday. The first step in 
the program was the formation of a 
training board consisting of Colonel 
Robert Mearns, the senior instructor: 
Major EB. N. Bowman, assistant instruc- 
tor, oe foreign officers, assistants 
to the instructors and the colonels and 
lieutenant colonels on _ replacement 
duty. 

This board will endeavor at all times 
to unify, co-ordinate and otherwise 
speed up to its maximum rate of speed 
the training course for the men who 
will supply organizations suffering cas- 
ualties in the field with new men. 

A training laboratory for all training 
experiments has also been established. 
and each soldier will be put through 
a schedule of the most advanced and 
speedy trainipgg that has ever been 
originated for the bringing to effi- 
ciency of soldiers in a short time. 
The first month's training will con- 
sist largely of marches and hikes, these 
increasing as time goes on from small 
unit marches to those of battalions.

Excited Buying Follows. 


Spectacular Movement in 
Industrials and War Is- 
sues Lifts U.S. Steel 53-8 
Points to Highest Quota- 
tion in Six Months. 


New York, May 9.—Another spectacu- 
lar movement in industrials and war is- 
sues,’ which lifted United States Steel 
5% points above its low price of the 
morning to the new maximum of 107%, 
its highest quotation in over six 
months, was the impressive feature of 
today’s very active stock market.
